Coonlttee on Berlin reporta below the substantive decision* which the 
Group has taken daring the period from date of the first progress report 
of Input 30, 1961 to September 6 , 1961* 

1* Approved the training by CIA of persons recruite d, undar the 
program aathorisad by Group tk August 17. 1961 ^ i 

I for paramilitary cdaatona In. sappert of Special Fore** actions* 
This decision was taken in view of the rapid pace of dereXopeents re lating 
to the Berlin crisis* 

2* Approved the expansion by Bsdio liberty of its daily broadcast a 
to tost Germany for the Soviet forces there Aw 13 to a total m all 
transmitters of 63 program hears* A rearrangneot of the technical 
facilit ies will be made which will give a considerably Intensified signal* 
The programs are the sane as those used in the regular broadcasts to the 
USSR end are not specially tailored* 

3. Approved, after receipt of views team, our ai galena In Boeeov 
and several of the satellite countries, the broadcast by and the 
dissemination by wail to satellite elites of inf oraatim about the 
potential effects of a nuclear war. The theme la to be handled soberly, 
factually and in a low-key wanner designed to avoid the impression of 
a deliberate campaign and the possibility of Soviet-Satellite counter- 
charger that the US is preparing to wage nuclear war* 

4* The Marking Group considered a number of suggestions for covert 
exploitation of Sino-Soviet differences In connection with the Berlin 
crisis* It approved only the suggestion that attempts be made to exploit 
these differences In national Communist parties outside the Bloc* 
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
